We  have  adjusted  to  dealing  with  two  courts— Ossipee  Court  for 
Wakefield  cases  and  Wolfeboro  Court  for  Brookfield  cases.  For  1986  we 
had  44  cases  for  Brookfield,  plus  calls  for  service. 

Two  homes  were  burgalrized,  and  both  cases  have  been  cleared,  and 
5  adults  and  6  juveniles  were  arrested.

Report  of  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden 
and  State  Forest  Ranger 

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than 
normal.  The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and 
fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both 
causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility 
of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regula- 
tions; however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law 
that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  timber  tax  forms.

Visiting  Nurse  Association 
of  Wolfeboro  and  Vicinity 

In  1986  the  staff  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Wolfeboro  and 
Vicinity,  Inc.  made  185  home  visits  to  22  residents.  This  represents  an 
85%  increase  in  services  over  1985.  11  children  are  enrolled  in  our  Child 
Health  Program;  and  2  residents  attended  our  Influenza  Immunization 
Clinic. 

Home  Health  Services  are  provided  under  direct  orders  of  each  client's 
physician.  93  nursing  visits  and  81  physicial  therapy  visits  were  made  by 
Agency  Staff,  while  11  Home  Health  Aide  visits  were  made  under  our 
contract  with  the  Carroll  County  Health  and  Home  Care  Service. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  support  Brookfield  residents  have  given  to  the 
Appropriation  requests  and  to  our  Annual  Fund  Drive.  The  volunteer 
services  provided  by  several  residents  have  assisted  us  in  providing 
needed  services  in  our  clinic  Programs.  Bookfield  residents  serving  on 
the  Board  of  Directors  are  Ann  Sheridan  and  Neda  Walpole.
